W ithin a couple of y ears the term 
fibrin has become com m on in dairy 
literature,

discovery of Dr. Babcock that milk 
contains a trace of fibrin, the sam e in 
com position, tbat is found in blood. 
Fibrin is the sam e element that coag ­ 
ulates fresh drawn blood, and is de­ 
tected in milk by the sam e process 
th at is em ploy ed to m o v e r it from 
blood. 
The action in milk is to re­ 
tard cream rising, by spinning a net 
work of—invisible to the ey e—threads 
through the milk, and not as has 
been supposed the result of viscocity 
or thickening of the milk. One of the 
things im portant to know about in 
creaming 
milk 
is how to govern 
conditions 
so 
th at 
the 
fibrin 
elem ent 
can 
be 
c o n t r o ll e d . 
The 
four 
things 
to 1>« 
avoided 
in the care of milk to prevent fibrin 
form ation, is ag itation of milk after 
setting , undue exposure to the air, 
stationary 
high tem perature, 
and 
rough interior surfaces of the milk 
crocks or pans, as the little projecting 
points are favorable to the spinning 
of the fibrin threads. 
T o prevent 
these, four things, if observed, are 
quite effective. 
Im m ediate setting of 
the milk; rapid and unifoim cooling 
from the start, and that w ithout agi­ 
tating the milk in the cans; using 
bright sm ooth tin for the cans, and 
keeping the teuqterature 
uniformly 
low when the lowest point is attained. 
It has been found that a divided m ess 
of milk treated by ’ the tw o m ethods 
described above, has shown a differ­ 
ence in secured butter of fourteen per 
cent, or nearly one and a half pounds 
of butter in 100 of milk.

Fibrin. 
W ithin a couple of years the term 
fibrin has become common in dairy 
literature, 
and 
many 
hitherto 
mysterious things about milk, are 
now supposed to be explained by the 
discovery of Dr. Babcock th at milk 
contains a trace of fibrin, the same in 
composition, t tint is found in blood. 
Fibrin is the same element th at coag­ 
ulates fresh drawn blood, and is de­ 
tected in milk by the same process 
th at is employed to recover it from 
blood. The art ion iii milk is to re­ 
tard c ream rising, by spinning a net 
work of—invisible to the eye—threads 
through the milk, and not as has 
been supposed the result of viscocity 
or thickening of the milk. One of the 
things im portant to know about in 
creaming 
milk 
is how to govern 
conditions 
so 
th at 
the 
fibrin 
element 
can 
be 
c o n t r o lle d . 
The 
four 
things 
to Iks 
avoided 
in the care of milk to prevent fibrin 
form ation, is agitation of milk after 
setting, undue exposure to the air, 
stationary 
high temperature, 
and 
rough interior surfaces of the milk 
crocks or pans, as the little projecting 
points are favorable to the spinning 
of the fibrin threads. T o prevent 
these, four things, if observed, are 
quite effective. 
Immediate setting of 
the milk; rapid and unifoim cooling 
from the start, and th at without agi­ 
tating tile milk in the cans; using 
bright smooth tin for the cans, and 
keeping the tem perature uniformly 
low when the lowest point is attained. 
It has been found th at a divided mess 
of milk treated by the two methods 
described above, has shown a differ­ 
ence in secured butter of fourteen per 
cent, or nearly one and a half pounds 
of butter in IOO of milk.

waistcoat with an otherwise light suit 
were pronounced ungrammatical; and 
the same was said of a stiff fiat on the 
tennis courts, although it was alleged 
that on the club grounds a t Nahant 
this summer this thing had been seen. 
The drift of the talk might have 
been formulated in a way not unlike 
th at in which one would have formu­ 
lated sim ilar talk upon the use of 
anguage. 
It was implied or stated 
hat in dress one must consult pro­ 
priety, use and elegance. The former 
would forbid the wearing of a satin 
frock lace trimmed, to a picnic be­ 
cause the circumstances of a picnic 
make such a garment entirely inap­ 
propriate; just as in another way the 
wearing of a robe de chambre in a 
parlor or a tennis suit lo a reception 
would lie wholly inappropriate.

yet in the old time it would have been 
equally an error to appear without 
them. 
This is a constantly fluctuat­ 
ing rule of which it is true the princi­ 
ple remains the same, but of which the 
application varies constantly. Every­ 
body recognizes it, and everybody is 
more or less influenced by it. 
It is 
needless to point out th at to be too 
far behind or too much in advance of 
the changing fashion is to be deplored, 
but it is inst here, it may be remarked, 
th at this principle passes into the 
next, that of elegance, 
Elegance is indefinable, as it is the 
highest branch of the art of cress. To 
he lacking in elegance may be classed 
as a blunder, but it is only those gross 
violations of elegance w hi- h it is fair 
to put in the category of gram m atical 
blunders. 
Vulgar and over-extrava­ 
gant displays of jewelry, for instance, 
may be taken as an example of this 
sort of blunder.

The next son, Bija, is 
married and lives quietly on his estate 
in the province of Tula. 
The third 
believes more in his father’s doctrines 
than aiiy other of the family.

She is artistic 
and paints well. 
The second, Mascha, 
has chosen lier father’s mode of life. 
Dressed as a peasant girl, she labors; 
in the fields, and gives her leisure hours 
to working and caring for the poor. 
Tnere are four younger children, the 
smallest of whom is 3 years old. Coun­ 
tess Tolstoi, 
notwithstanding the 
claims of this large family, finds time 
to attend to her husband’s English 
correspondence. 
The count redeyes 
letters in four or five different languages 
and always replies in th a t in which he 
is addressed. 
His daughters help to 
write the answers. The German let­ 
ters are dealt with by a young gen­ 
tlem an of th a t nationality.

After 
this last separation the carl wrote affec­ 
tionately to the countess and im plored her 
to return to him . 
T he countess was per­ 
suaded again-t her better judgm ent and re­ 
turned to her bm band. 
But his affection­ 
ate treatm ent of lo r wm of short duration.

on grand occasions, a buffalo. 
Any 
severe illness, and more especially 
any epidemic dis-ase such as small 
pox or cholera, is attributed to the 
malignancy of certain of these spirits, 
which must be propitiated accord­ 
ingly. 
The “m an-tiger” is, perhaps, the 
most dreaded of all tho Indian dem on- 
ghosts: for, when a tiger nas killed a 
itian, the tiger itself is considered safo 
from harm, the spirit of the man be- 
in_r supposed to ride upon the beast's 
head and guide him clear of aLl dan­ 
der.

F ib rin . 
W ithin a couple of years the term 
fibrin has become common in dairy 
literature, 
and 
many’ 
hitherto 
mysterious things about milk, are 
now supposed to be explained by the 
discovery of Dr. Babcock th a t milk 
contains a trace of fibrin, the same in 
composition, th a t is found in blood. 
Fibrin is the same element th a t coag­ 
ulates fresh drawn blood, and is de­ 
tected in milk by the same process 
th a t is employed to recover it from 
blood. The action in milk is to re­ 
tard cream rising, by spinning a net 
work of—invisible to the eye—threads 
through the milk, and not as has 
been supposed the result of viscocity 
or thickening of the milk. One of the 
things im portant to know about in 
creaming 
milk is how to govern 
conditions 
so 
th a t 
the 
fibrin 
element 
can 
be 
c o n tr o lle d . 
The 
four 
things 
to I*j 
avoided 
in the care of milk to prevent fibrin 
formation, is agitation of milk after 
setting, undue exposure to the air, 
stationary high tenqierature, 
and 
rough interior surfaces of the milk 
crocks or pans, as the little projecting 
points are favorable to the spinning 
of the fibrin threads. To prevent 
these, four things, if observed, are 
quite effective. Immediate setting of 
the milk; rapid and unifoim cooling 
from the start, and th a t without agi­ 
tating the milk in the cans; using 
bright sm ooth tin for the cans, and 
keeping the tem perature uniformly 
low when the lowest point is attained. 
It has been found th at a divided mess 
of milk treated by’ the two methods 
deseril>ed above, has shown a differ­ 
ence in secured butter of fourteen per 
cent, or nearly one and a half pounds 
of butter in 100 of milk.

Black 
trousers with a light coat, or a dark 
waistcoat with an otherwise light suit 
w’ere pronounced ungrammatical; and 
the same was said of a stiff hat on the 
tennis courts, although it was alleged 
th at on the club grounds at N ahant 
this summer this thing had been seen. 
The drift of the talk might have 
been formulated in a way not unlike 
th at in which one w-ould have formu­ 
lated similar talk upon the use of 
language. It was implied or stated 
th a t in dress one must consult pro­ 
priety, use and elegance. The former 
would forbid the wearing of a satin 
frock lace trimmed, to a picnic be­ 
cause the circumstances oi a picnic 
make such n garment entirely inap­ 
propriate; juft as in another way the 
wearing of a robe de chambre in a 
parlor or a tennis suit to a reception 
would be wholly inappropriate. The 
fact 
th a t these different garments 
have their individual appropriateness 
must be recognized and respected. 
The lady who appeared in the drawing 
room in a bathing suit would prob­ 
ably be guilty of so gross a breach of 
the gramm ar of dress th at it would 
probably be regarded as running into 
jcositive impropriety. Tbesame prin­ 
ciple 
applies 
to the wearing 
of 
dress suits in the day time, and yet 
here the principle of use comes in so 
that for a waiter or a H arvard stu­ 
dent so n class day it is not ungram­ 
m atical to appear in evening garb in 
the blaze of day. 
Use is hardly more than another 
name for fashion. 
It is the mode of 
the day th at determines this. 
To 
wear the smallclothes and full-but ton­ 
ed wigs of our grandfathers today 
would lie most ungrammatical, and 
yet in the old time it: would have been 
equally an error to appear without 
them. This is a constantly fluctuat­ 
ing rule of which it is true the princi­ 
ple remains the same, but of which the 
application varies constantly. Every­ 
body recognizes it, and everybody is 
more or less influenced by it. 
It is 
needless to point out th a t to be too 
far behind or too much in advance of 
the changing fashion is to bedeplored, 
but it is iust here, it may be remarked, 
th at this principle passes into the 
next, th at of elegance. 
Elegance is indefinable, as it is the 
highest branch of the art of cress. To 
be lacking in elegance may be classed 
as a blunder, but it is oniy thosegross 
violations of elegance whi h it is fair 
to put in the category of grammatical 
blunders. 
Vulgar and over-extrava­ 
gant displays of jewelry, for instance, 
may be taken as an example of this 
sort of blunder. 
On the whole the 
talkers at the club gave themselves 
credit for disposing pretty effectually 
of the whole subject, but they had not 
therefore the right to suppose th at 
the number of grammatical errors in 
the dress of their generation would be 
any less.—Boston Courier.

To-day there are ten of these in Vi­ 
enna, and in the course of the year 
food is sold to them to the value of 
$300,000. The ladies and gentlemen 
who manage this superb association 
have done wonders, and eight or ten 
ladies make a point of being always 
in each kitchen whilst the dinners are 
being served. 
The “Volkskutchen” arehugeroom s 
with great windows, letting in both 
sun and air, and provided with oak 
tables and benches, which are. kept 
scrupulously clean. The floor is paved 
with marble, and at the lower end of 
the hall a wooden counter divides it 
from the actual kitchen, where many 
cooks are at work preparing the food. 
All classes, from poor university stu­ 
dents to ragged-looking tram ps, re­ 
ceive a kindly welcome. Each person 
approaches the counter and buys a 
pasteboard chip, or check, for a din­ 
ner, generally consisting of soup, beef, 
vegetables, a sweet and bread.

From 0 to 0 in the evening supper is 
served at a cost of 2c. 
It is generally 
composed of cold meat, soup and 
pudding. 
It is a touching sight to 
watch 
the lovely and aristocratic 
court 
beauties of Vienna, wearing 
snowy 
aprons over their elegant 
walking dresses, distribute the food to 
the poor, ill-fed w retches who crowd 
the room. 
A kind srnileor word of sym pathy 
always accompanies the action, and 
when a particularly miserable fellow* 
creature approaches the counter it 
oft; n occurs th at one or the other of 
these charming ministering angels in­ 
quires into his or her case, and under­ 
takes to aid them in their trouble. 
Every day over 10,000 persons dine 
m the Volkskutchen, and the marvel­ 
ously low price at which tlie food is 
sold can only be accounted for by the 
bice quantities in which it is brought 
and prepared—H arper’s Weekly.
